AFTER YOUR VISIT LAST FALL IT BECAME OBVIOUS THAT IT WOULD 
NOT BE POSSIBLE TO PUT TOGETHER A SEMINAR FOR NEXT FALL. 
ACCORDINGLY, I HAVE MADE TENTATIVE ARRANGEMENTS FOR MAY OF 
1978. I HAVE SELECTED A PLACE, STARTED THE NECESSARY 
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PROCEDURES EOR OBTAINING FINANCIAL SUPPORT EOR THE AMERICAN 

SIDE, AND AM NOW WRITING TO INDIVIDUAL PROSPECTIVE 
PARTICIPANTS. PROM AMONG THE PARTICIPANTS AT THE LAST 
CONPERENCE, I AM INVITING ROBERT DORPMAN, LEONID HURWICZ,
